We, therefore, filed a petition with the Alabama Pubic Service Commis­ 
sion asking for a revision of the rates in the two municipalities. This Com­ 
mission decided that it was without jurisdiction because of the existence of 
a contract' between the Water Company and the cities. 


Although the Water Company la clearly entitled to a revision of its 
rates under the terms ol tne contracts it finds itself now in a position where 
the CUy of Albany has refused to appoint a representative to arbitrate such 
rates, has refused to negotiate with the Water Company at the meeting called 
for that purpose, and on the other hand the Alabama Public Service Com­ 
mission has stated that it is without juriadiction. It is not necessary here 
for th* Water Company to- state, that It along with all other people and pub­ 
lic service companies, has been seriously affected by the increased prices of 
material and labor, and the difficulties of rendering service to its consum 
ern al the present tune. There seems to be nothing for the Water Company 
to do, except to strictly apply the rates set out in our contracts with the 
:»urú< ipaMties, and so far as it is able, to continue to operate its plant under 
such rates.

Farmers are bo 
ninnlng to realise as never before 
the Importance of seed selection anc 
the value of high grade seed 
planting. The Alabama Experiment 
Station and Extension Service have 
been for several years encouraging 
and demonstrating the practice ot 
seed selection among fanners, and 
It has been largely due to this work 
that farmers have come to know 
the value of good seed. 
A representative of the Alabaras 
Experiment Station for sit years haf 
been breeding different varieties oi 
cotton for wUt-resistance, working in 
co-operation with farmers in differ 
9nt sections Ot the wiW infected land 
vt Alabama. In this work each breed 
sr is assisted in making selections ol 
Individual plants having the desired 
Qualities. Large yield, wilt-resistance 
sarliness and good quality of linl 
une, some of the important qualitlet 
In mind when selecting. Each plant if 
ginned separately and in the spring 
the seed are planted on rows side 
by side, one plant to the row on will 
Infected land. In the fail individual 
selections are again made from the 
plant to row test The best rows are 
then picked and ginned separately 
The seed from the best rows are 
planted on increase plots. The seed 
from the increase plots are used tc 
plant the entire fared. The seed from 
the entire farm are carefully gihued 
to prevent mixing and then sold as 
high 
grade seed 
at a reasonable 
price to farmers who do not care 
to go to the trouble of breeding 
cotton for themselves. 
Many farmers buy a small quantity 
of high grade seed from local breed 
Brs and plant In a separate patch 
They gather the seed from this patch 
separately 
and 
plant 
their

crop the following season. 
All popular varieties of wilt-reslst 
ant cotton are tested in the locality 
with the breeding plots. The best 
varieties from these tests are the 
ones bred and recommeqded to the 
farmers of the locality. In a few 
communities almost all of ^the farmers 
grow the same variety of cotton 
This plan prevents mixing of tbf 
seed at the community gin and rend 
srs a uniform product far the market
